Mrs. Frank Leslie’s Affianced En- 
deavoring to Establish His Title.

WaSHING@TON, December 23.—The annual report of 
the commissioners of the Freedmen's Savings 
Bank shows that there has been paid in all to the 
unfortunate creditors of this unfortunate institu- 
tion, the sum of $1,715,443, and that there is yet on 
band enough to pay the claims that will be pre- 
sented under the final dividend” of last year, It 
is curious to see how the claimants for these 
dividends have disappeared. When the first 
dividend was paid there wero in round numbers, 
30,000 claimants. When the second dividend was 
paid there were but 26,000, and they have 
steadily dwindled until now for this 


last dividend there have been but 18,500 claims pre- 
sented, while of the checks issued to pay dividends 
at various times over four thousand have never 
been collected. The percentage of the face value

A Maryland Way of Roasting Turkey. 
From the Ba/timore Sun. 

A lady of Centerville, Md., writes as follows to the 
Sun; Let the Eastern Shore put in a word as to 
the manner of cooking the Christmas turkey. In 
the first place it should always be a gobler for roast- 
ing. Hen turkey are only used for poiling and in 
the spring—certainly not before February. The 
turkey ghould be killed and ‘hung’ several days be- 
fore it is cooked. it should be wiped thorouxhly 
inside and out, and a filling prepared of soaked 
loaf bread, pepper (black), salt and butter. well 
mixed in a paste, or of chestnuts finely ground and 
mixed with sufficient egg and flour fo give them 
substance. It should cook from four to five hours, 
if large. as it ought to be, and guaried against 
burning. The turkey should be of a bright brown 
color when done. and the gravy made by thickening 
the drippings formed while roasting. It should al- 
ways be eaten with cranberry sauce or currant jelly 
and celery Let epicures try this method without 
fear of the result.” ‘

The Spanish Treaty. 
St. Lovrs, December 23, 1884. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispa‘ch: 

I beg a word as to the proposed Spanish Treaty. 
The islands of Cuba and Porto Rico now produce 
61 per cent of the sugar consumed in this country. 
The crop of Louisiana for the years 1884 to 1885 
about 8 per cent, leaving to be purchased from 
other sugar producing countries 81 per cent. The 
latter being subject to a duty of from 2 to 24% cents 
per pound, wouid fix the price for the article in this 
country, aud the entire amount of the present duty

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“PUBLIC BUILDINGS” 


The Number and Cost of the Struct- 
ures for Government Use. 
— anne 

Facts and Figures Unknown to the General 
Public—Moere Bills Than Buildiogs—Ben 
Butterworth and His Defeat—A Contest 
Useless—The Proposed . Through Water 
Way. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

Wasuincton, December 23.—The annual report of 
the Supervising architect of the Treasury gives 
some facts and figures that will be interesting to 
everybody who thinks his city onght to havea pub- 
lic building, or is interested in what his neighbors 
have or have not. It shows, for instance, that 
there are but about 200 “public buildings” in the 
country, instead of about 10,000 asthe average 
newspaper reader would suppose, or as would be 
inferred from the opposition that greets any at- 
tempt to get up a measure of this sort in the pres- 
ent Congress. The puimber of buildings thus far 
erected for Government use, ommitting forts and 
other buildings under the War and Navy Depart- 
ments, and the Interior Department, is thus but 
few more than the number of bills for buildings of 
this cuaracter introduced in the present Congress. 
It is interesting too, in running over this list to see 
what States have had “industrious” members of 
Congress. That it takes a pretty industrious mem- 
ber, with an ability to make good trades“ to get a 
public building bill through, is pretty well under- 
stood. It seems ea little queer, for instance, that 
the State of Maine, which bas but 650,000 popula- 
tion and but five members of the House. should 
have more than seven times as many publio build- 
ings as the State of Georgia, which has over 
1.500 000 people and ten members of the House. 
Yet such is the fact, for Maine has no less than 
fifteen publie buildings, while Georgia has but two. 
The cost of Maine's buildings was $1,750,000, 
while those of New Hampshire, just alongside, cost 
but $175,000. New York, of course, has the lion's 
share, as she has of everything good, her buildings 
pumbering seventeen, and their cost amounting to 
$17.000,000. Massachusetts, of course, comes next, 
with ten buildings which cost about $9,000,000;. 
Pennsylvania ext with twelve buildings costing 
$7.500,000; Illinois next with nine buildings, costing 

7,000,000, Ohio following close behind with the 
same number of buildings and a cost but a few 
bundred thousand dollars less; then Louisiana with 
nine buildings costing nearly $6,000,000; California 
with seven, which cost $5,000,000; South Carolina 
with four buildings, costing -$3,500,000; Maryland 
six, costing 82 500,000: Maine fifteen, costing 
$1,850,000; Kentucky. six, costing a trifle over 
81.000 000; Michigan, six, costing a trifle over $1,000,- 
000: Tennessee, five, costing $1,250,000, and Connecti- 
cut four, costing a little over $1,000,000. Virginia's 
eight buildings cost a little less than $1,000,000, Ore- 
gon, Iowa, North Carolina, Indiana, New Jersey, 
Nebraska, Wisconsin, Minnesota and Alabama have 
from two to five each. and with cost running be- 
tween $500,000 and $900,000, while Georgia, Texas, 
Vermont, Nevada, West Virginia, Delaware, Mon- 
tana, Mis-issippi, Florida, Arkansas, Vermont and 
Kansas have had to content themselves with less 
than $500,000 each, the entire dozen in the last men- 
tioved list having received less than any one of the 
cities of Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Louis, Philadelphia 
or Boston, which have had $6,000,000 apiece or 
thereabouts, but which are infants beside New York 
City, with buildings which have cost the Govern- 
ment $14,000,000. 

BULTERWORTH ON THE CINCINNATI ELECTION, 

“Why don't you have somebody before the inves- 
tigating committee to take care of your case?” 
your correspondent asked Congressman Butter- 
worth of Cincinnati. ‘You are aware, are you not, 
thai the investigation is intended to furnish ground, 
if possible. for a contest of your claim to a seat!“ 
“Yes,” he replied, l am; but I do not propose to 
have anything to do with the matter. I have neither 
time nor money to spend in defending the honor of 
Cincinnati's electoral machinery. When there was 
an effort to invade the sanctity of the ballot-box in 
Chicago her bus ness men raised a fund of $50,000 
to see that a seatin the State Legisiature was not 
stolen. I haven't heard of the people of Cincinnati 
doing anything of this sort, and 1 cannot spare 
either the time or the money to do so myself. I 
feel confident that I was fairly elected by every one 
of the majority that has been given me. I did not 
ask to be the candidate; on the contrary it was 
against my own desires and only at the urgent re- 
quest of the people that I did so. Now, if they can- 
not defend the victory which they won at the poils 
from a party of meu who want to steal it, as they 
tried to do four years ago without success, they 
ought not to expect me to do so. I am working 
night and day here in my place at the head of the 
Patent Office. from 9 o'clock In the morning until 11 
at night, to keep up with the duties of 
the place and do it well. and 1 
could not give it the time if I 
felt so disposed, and I do not. They talk about 
imported voters and repeaters and frauds in my 
district on the October election, but the fact is that 
Blaine had over 900 votes more in the November 
election, when there were no marshals at the polis, 
thanl had in October, when the Marshals, of whom 
they complain, were there, while, on the other hand. 
Cleveland got but about 500 more than Follett did.“ 

A GREAT THROUGH WATERWAY. 

A joint resolution introduced in the House by Mr. 
Hiscock of New York, asking the appointment of a 
committee of Senators and Representatives to in- 
quire into the condition of the Erie Canal, the ad- 
visability of its purchase by the Government and its 
enlargement, is attracting a good deal of attention 
from the Western people interested in the develop- 
ment of the waterways of that section. There is a 
disposition to look with favor upon a measure that 
would unite the East and West and South by one 
grand waterway, as this, in connection with the 
great lakes, the proposed Hennepin Canal, and the 
Mississippi, might do. “It was with this thought in 
my mind,” said Mr. Hiscock, frankly, “that I intro- 
duced the resolution. I hoped that it might set the 
people of my own State and of the West to think- 
ing of this matter, and am glad that it has. A great 
through waterway, such as might be made in this 
way, would be of incalculable value to the country. 
It is a big enterprise, but one that will do to talk 
about and think about a good deal.“

The interior decorations of the 
theater cost $30,000, and the seenery for 
“The Major,“ which was the opening play 
of the pew house. cost $5.000. Since that 
time the scenery of ten plays has been added,which 
increases the value of the stage settings to 375.000.

Another Postponement in the Pro- 
posed Sale. 


A Suit in Equity Brought Against Mrs. 
Marmaduke by the New Lindell Hotel 
Company—The Financial History of the 
Property. 


—— * 


it had been announced for some days past that 
the transfer of the Lindell Hotel from Mrs. Vincent 
Marmaduke, late Mrs. Henry Ames, to Mr. F, T. 
Walton would be consummated yesterday. It was 
known generally that Mr. Walton had offered $350,000 
and Mrs. Marmaduke bad asked $400,000, which was 
$50.000 less than her first figures. Mr. Walton has 


made an exhaustive examination of the hotel, in- 
spected rig dly every feature of it, gone ov r the 
books and taken every possible means of informing 
himself as to the condition and history of the hotel. 
Messrs. Douglass and Scudder, acting as attorneys 
forthe new Lindeii Hotel Company, yesterda 
filed a suit in equity against Mrs. Marmaduke, whic 
attacks her title to the property. 
LITIGATING FOR THE LINDELL. 

The suit now referred to is brought by the 
new Lindell Hotel Company against Catharine and 
Vincent Marmadpke. and the petition states that by 
an ante-nuptial ctmtract, dated Apri! 9, 1873, Catha- 
rine Marmaduke was to hold her property free from 
the contro: of her busband. n October 6, 
1874, she borrowed $75,000 from the State 
Savings Association, giving as security for 
the payment 762 shares of the Belcher Sugar Re- 
fining Company. Subsequently the bank demanded 
more security, and the Lindell Hotel Association 

ave its note for $75,000 the bank retaining the 
Marmaduke note as security. On the 27th of Octo- 
ber, 1875, the hotel company raised $30,000 for Mrs. 
Marmaduke on a note deposited in thesame bank. 
On the 27th of December, 1879, the hotel company 
gave a mortgage on the hotel for payment of above 
amounts. On the Sch of November, 1884, default was 
made in the payment of the balance due on 
the first note for $75,000, which was $11,18861 and 
also un the $30,000 note. The mortgage was fore- 
closed and the property sold for 8.000. whereas 
the company claim it is worth $500,000, It was 
bought in by Mrs. Marmaduke, and the plaintiff 
claims that as the debt was originally Mrs. Marma- 
duke’s and it was onlv an accommodation indorser, 
the company should not in equity and good con- 
science compelled to lose its property. A recon- 
vevance to the company by Marmaduke is 
therefore asked by the plaintiff. 

The New Lindell Hotel Company is a corporation 

formed some years ago. Mrs. Marmaduke paid out 
5750.00 of her own money on the Lindell Hotel, and 
found that she was still short of. the money neces- 
sary to finish it. She then offered to her son, Henry 
Ames, to give him half of the property if he would 
invest 000. This was done, and 
the hotel as it stands has cost 
$800,000. After some time young Henry Ames 
disposed of his half of the hotel to his uncle, Mr. 
John A. Scudder, who is still the owner of that 
stock. The New Lindell Hotel Company consists of 
Mrs. Vincent Marmaduke, owning about one-half; 
John A. Scudder, owning about one-half; W. H. 
Scudder, Charies Parsons and Levin H. Baker, each 


a nominal interest. Mr. John A. Sceudder's 
total investment in the property is said 
to be $105,000. Mrs. Marmaduke’s $750,000. 


The company failed to meet its obligations 
at the State Savings Association, and its property, 
the hotel, was sold on the llth of November last and 
bought in for Mrs. Marmaduke for $23,973 40, she 
becoming by this purchase the sole owner. There 
was a deed of trust for $350,000 on the property. It 
was supposed that the New Lindell Hotel Company 
by that sale bad gone out of business. and this suit 
is the first proof of its life given since the sale. 

Naturally this suit bas created a great deal of com- 
ment among the friends of Mrs. Marmaduke, who 
claim that the proceeding has only been taken in 
order to throw doubt upon Mrs. Marmaduke's title 
and perplex and annoy her in the pending negoti- | 
ations with Mr. Walton. 

A gentleman conversant with the facts, and 
speaking as a friend of Mr. Marmaduke, said to a 
reporter this morning: “The new Lindell Hotel 
Company which brings this suit can hope w gain 


other way. he facts which will be substan- 
tiated by affidavit at the proper time 
are these: Marmaduke advanced 
all of thé m which built this 


oney 

All the interest which others have in the 
company comes from what is practically a present 
made br Mrs. Larmaduke to her son. and not intend- 
ed ‘by her to be for the benefit of her son’s uncles. 
However, the interest that did belong to Mr. Hen 

Ames, jr., is now the property of Mr. John A. Scud- 
der, and that fact must of course be generally ad- 
mitted. It is claimed in this suit that the hotel was 
sold at trustee's sale for the debt of Mrs. Marmaduke, 
endorsed by the hotel company, thereby leaving the 
general inference that this debt was a private obli- 
gation of Mrs. Marmaduke's with 
which the hotel company had noth- 
ing to do, and that that corporation endorsed 


nothing else. This is not the case. Mrs. Marma- 
duke did not raise a dollar of money on paper upon 
which the name of the New Lindeli Hotel Company 
appeared, which was not for the purposes of the 
hotel, and which was not applied to the hotel. Some 
of it, may, it is true, have been paid out npon obli- 
gations contracted before by Mrs. Marmaduke for 
the hotel and in its interest. But I believe she can 
— that not a dollar of this monev ever went to 
er private use. Ladies seldom know much aw. 
and she never knew any difference between 
paper made by ber and indorsed by 
the — pom and paper made by the company and 
indo by her. I believe it can be shown as I say, 
how all of this money was used. Very well. The 
hotel was sold by the trustee and bought in by Mrs. 
Marmaduke. The new Lindel! Hotel Company never 
made a motion. It seemed that they were satisfied 
and never a hint was given that Mrs Marmaduke 
was to be disturbed. In common fairness, wh 
should she be? 2 hundred and fiftythousand dol- 


lars she spent on this prop- 
erty. After tremendous exertion and a 
payment of $24,000 she rescued it from 


the trustee’s sale. It re nts her investment 
from top to bottom. She wi get very little out of 
this sale to Walton, She will not recover half her 
outlay, and yet when it is r understood 
that a sale is on foot and within a few hours of con- 
summation, this suit is brought, not with any as- 
sured hope of getting anything, because no lawyer 
knowing the facts would seriously expect to win 
such a suit in equity, but with the effect of postpon- 
ing the pending sale. Mr. Walton was informed of 
the suit at once, and naturally he wanted to investi- 
gate. His attorneys have investigated, and. I be- 
lieve, are satisfied that there is notaing in it.” 

Mr. Walton told a Post Disrarcn reporter that he 
had heard of the suit. but thought little of it, “I 
believe,“ said he, “that to-morrow morning I will 
be able to tell you all that thereistotell. I think 
— the negotiations will be concluded by that 

me.“ 

“Is it a fact, Mr. Walton, as reported, that you 
have offered $375,000 as an ultimatum?” 

“No, it is not. You must excuse me from dis- 
cussing this part of the matter. I will tell you aii I 
know, and anything else you may desire to- 
morrow,’ 

Colonel Vincent Marmaduke was equally reti- 
cent. “The negotiations,” said he, “are still pend- 
ing. and will not be concluded to-day. That is all I 
am at liberty to say.“

NEVER FAVORED IT. 


Jeff Davis Would Not Think of Coercing 
a State. 
By Telegrawh to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., December 23.—Dr. W. V. P. 
Garnett, who was Jeff Davis’ family physician du- 
ing the war, in an interview here, says the charges 
that Davis claimed any right to force States into 
the Confederacy ,or to take any action relating to it, 
are entirely unfounded, and in proof of his asser- 
tion, cites the case of Kentucky, with which he 
says he is personally familiar. The status of Ken- 
tucky,” he said, was not well defined. The people, 
we knew, were anxious thathe should decide, but 
the Legislature had passed no act of secession. We 
knew that the loss ofſthe State would be very serious 
ous, at this junction. General Cooper, adjutant 
general of our forces, came to me and pointed out 
the necessity of immediate and decisive actions, to 
save Kentucky to the Confederacy. He thought al! 
the forces that could bespared should be hurried 
into the State to drive back the Yankees, and 
asked me to broach the subject to Davis, and 
see what his views were on this 
question. Accordingly, assoon as I Gonveniently 
could, I saw Davis, and in the course of the conver- 
sation alluded to the condition of things in Ken- 
tucky, and I suxgested that something should be 
done in order to give the Governor a chance to 
bring the State into the Confederacy, or, at least, 
offer those of her citizens who wished it, an oppor- 
tunity to get over into our lines befors the Northern 
army was allowed to overrun the State.“

AuBany, N. Y.,. December 28.—The intimation to 
Senator Garland that a visit from him would please 
President-elect Cleveland, was not a direct invita- 
tion as in the case of Senator Bayard. The Dela- 
ware statesman was directly asked to pay a visit to 
Albany and call at the Executive Mansion. But 
the presence here, Saturday afternoon, of Senators 
Garland and Gorman came about in a different 
way. In the course of a private communication to 
the Governor, Mr. Gorman intimated that Senator 
Garland, of Arkansas, desired to meet the President- 
elect. Governor Cleveland replied that he would 
be glad to see the Southern representative, and 
so the meeting of last Saturday was ar- 
ranged. One of those present at the 
meeting declared that there was not a word said 
touching a teuder of a Cabinet portfolio, and there 
was nothing in the entire talk that could not be 
heard by anybody. Your correspondent is inform- 
ed that no direct pledge of a Cabinet posityin has 
been made to any one yet, «though the President- 
elect has stated his impressions of the fitness of 
several public men for certain positions. But even 
these impressions may change before March4. The 
question of a Cabinet has, of course, occupied his 
attention to a certain extent, and unless unlooked 
for circumstances interfere, Messrs. Bayard, Wm. 
C. Whitney and Garland, it is asserted, will be

But there is nothing definitely 
settled. Congressman Hurd was seen by your cor- 
respondent after his interview with the Governor, 
and he spoke very freely of the object of his visit. 
I am on my way home from Wasbington,” said 
he, and having never met Mr. Cleveland, I stopped 
over to pay my respects to him. But the principal 
object of my visit was to urge the claims of Allen 
G. Thurman for Secretary of State. In view of the 
important treaties now pending, and which will 
probably not be concluded until the new adminis- 
tration comes into power, I said that I believed Mr. 
Thurman to be the best fitted to carry out a 
foreign policy that would reflect credit 
upon the American Government. Mr.

Col. Lamont opens nearly all this matter, lays aside- 
the personal letters for the Governor, and directs 
what primary disposition shall be made of the oth- 
ers, The applications are turned over to Col. Rice, 
who tabulates them and prepares them for conven 
ient reference by the President-elect. The process 
through which these applications go is this: In the 
room occupied by Col. Rice is

set in a kind of alcove. Each letter is 
carefully read, folded over to a regulation envelope 
size, and marked with a card thus: No — applica- 
tion, For — name.“ Every letter is numbered to 
begin with, according to the number of letters on 
filé in that particular department. Then the kind 
of positidn applied for is inscribed in the space left“ 
vacant, whether it is a Post Office, consulate, for a 


the name and address of the applicant are put 
down. The same order is observed in placing these 
letters in the pigeon hole desk. Each hole is 
marked with the name of a department. Over one 
of these boxes you will see “Internal 
revenue,” inscribed, Another containing 
more letters is labeled “Posi Office,” 
and so the list goes on in alphabetical order. The 
greatest number of missives come from the rural 
districts and show a hopeless ignorance of govern- 
mental methods. They are not political letters by 
any means, but come from men who are out of 
work orare dissatisfied with their present jobs 
and desire a change. Most of them have no reason 
to offer for asking for Government work except 
that their present wages are too low or perhaps 
the plea of too large a family to supp ort. Women,
